Original Contributions 


ECLEOTICISM, WHAT IT IS NOT AND WHAT IT IS. 
Read before the Los Angeles County Eclectic Medieal Society. 


To begin with it is not an epileptic medical society though 
some of them may be found in its ranks. Neither ig it a school 
of fanatics though doubtless some of those have crept in un- 
awares. Neither is it a sehool of medicine where any kind of 
ighoramus can be converted into an M, D., though some are 
wearing that title received from Eclectic Medical Colleges as 
many others from all other schools of. medicine. It is not a 
school of electrie doctors though half the laity seem to think 
‘Electric and Eelectic are synonymous terms and yet we may 
justly boast that the marvelous miysterious power of that 
subtle fluid designated. Electro Therapeutics is taught at 
least in the California Ecleetic Medical College as thoroughly 
ag in any college in our broad land so that no student need go 


out ignorant of the uses of eleetricity im all its varied forms 


as known today. Whether it be the simple magnetic current 
the Faradic, smusoidal, static, Xray, violet ray, or any of 
the other varied forms known to scientific research it is taught 
' and illustrated in the C. E. M. C. 

It is not a school of medicine that has formulated a sys- 
tem upon and within the small confines of twelve tissue reme- 
dies but makes use of these twelve remedies as it does all other 
remedies obtaining results at times that are truly marvelous 
and that perhaps could not be obtained by anything else. 
Neither is it. built upon the doctrine of similia snnilibus curan- 
tur making a specialty of high potency but it does make use 
of this doctrine, and high potency and has recognized the 
wondrous potent power for good when a medicine has been 
triturated so high that its original identity seems to be lost 
and when given aceording to the truth of like cures like the 
results have been such as to almost seem incredulous and 
draw forth such a remark from the opposite school as, ‘‘If you 


poured in a teaspoonful of a specific medicine or mother tinc- 


ture in the Niagara river above the falls and drew out a tea- 
spoonful of water below, how much of the original medicine 
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would you have in your teaspoon dose and what results could 
you possibly get?’’ The answer is very simple according to the 
‘Seoteh plan by asking another question, viz: ‘‘If you bring a 
bloodhound to the spot where a negro was last seen twenty- 
four hours after he was there how much of that negro’s en- 
tire anatomy will be found in the dog’s nostrils and what result 
can you possibly look for?’’ Answer, within a few hours we 
expect to have the negro treed. 


Again it is not a system whereby your headache, back- 
ache, heartache, or belly ache is cured by stretching or straight- 
ening the patient’s spinal column, But the true Eclectic is 
alert to discover if that spine requires stretching or straight- 
ening and sets about doing it, in many cases curing the aches 
that nothing else would cure. Neither is it a system built 


around the doctrine that pure air, plenty of sunshine and pure ~ 


water is all the medicine required to cure every curable dis- 
ease and many that are not, but, Eclecticism makes a right 
and proper use of these three powerful and potent agencies to 
bring about a state of health in patients where all other reme- 
dies and methods would be unavailing. Nor is it a system sending 
its teachers about the country giving health lectures telling 
the people if they only will abstain from meats, eat no break- 
fast and not sit on their livers, they will always be perfectly 


‘well, never contract so much as a cold and their grey hair will 


turn to its original pristine beauty, to say nothing of bald- 
heads becoming adorned with a luxuriant crop of soft, glossy 
hair such as they possessed in their youthful days. But it 
teaches that a suitable diet according to the needs of the pa- 
tient with proper exercise and anatomically correct manner of 
sitting, walking, standing and breathing is with other indicat- 
ed remedies highly conducive to a long, healthy life. | 

Nor yet is it a system which teaches that water cold or 
hot without the aid of any other remedy will assuredly cure 
the human family of all ailments to which flesh is heir though 
its followers most assuredly make use of Hydrotherapy in all 
its varied phases, whether it be a hot bath, a cold bath, a 
sponge bath, an electric bath, a wet sheet pack or any other kind 
of pack or application of water cold or hot that the intelligent 
Eelectic may deem prudent, and get results that without them 
would be slow in coming if indeed at all times possible. 


Neither is it the great system of medicine founded upon “ 


‘‘contrario contraribus curantur,’’ which verily believes there is 
not another method of cure and that what they don’t know is 
not worth knowing and truly believes that wisdom will die 
with them, at the same time having but little confidence in medi- 
cine at all, trusting to nature and good luck to cure as they 
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say eighty per cent of all their cases and that the rest will die 

anyway. Their notorious ignorance of materia medica and 
therapeutics has driven them to surgery so that nearly 
all cases are operable with them and a successful doctor means 
that you have had a great many good paying surgical cases al- 
though, perhaps their only excuse in many cases for the oper- 
ation was they could not diagnose the case to their own or 
their patient’s satisfaction, and so performed a laparotomy for 
the trifling sum of $500. 00 in order to hunt for a pain, or may 
be their bank account was low, making the operation impera- 
tive. When they do give medicine it is with the thought that 
disease is a something which must be fought with drugs of 
sufficient dosage and strength to drive the enemy out so the 
poor patient has to stand or withstand the awful bombard- 
ment of the powerful and in many case deadly drugs on the 
principle of knocking life out to keep it in. This is the same 
school that used to nine times out of ten perform venesection 
and give a round of calomel. Oh! no, Eclecticism is not that, 
though it recognizes the truth in contrario econtraribus cur- 
antur and uses all the wise and sensible things connected with — 
the system repudiating everything that is not for the welfare 
of the patient. 


_ Webster gives a definition of Eclecticism something like 
the following: An.American system of medicine, the followers 
of which select the best from all other systems, having special 

regard to indigenous plant remedies and the conservation of . 
the vital forces. This is good as far as it. goes but it doesn’t go 
far enough. He might have said it is a school of medicine 
having its origin in America the followers of which select the 
proper indicated remedy or remedies whether recognized by 
any other system or not, whether organic or inorganic, 
whether indigenous to this or any other country and. always 
keeping in view the conservation of the vital forces. This is 
EKelecticism. 

| And what is an Eclectic? Answer: A physician and sur- 
geon who believes in the indicated remedy at all times, who 
is trained and skilled in the knowledge and use of the reme- 
dies he prescribes for his patients, who understands the lan- 
guage of disease, its characteristics and manifestations as seen 

- jn the human being using every faculty of his being to dis- 
cover physiological wrongs and these same faculties in setting 
them right whether it be by the use of one 10,000 of a grain 
of atropine or a pint decoction of bitter herb or a smile and 
a one-half hour talk of encouragement or the gift of some 
money to buy necessary food and raiment to a poor discour- 
aged mortal, or it may pe the use of a — knife to perform 
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a cireumeision to relieve a nervous irritation or the eutting in- 
to the abdominal cavity to remove some foreign body or growth 
or eorrect some wrong or the application of foreeps to hasten 


a delivery that without it might end disastrously to mother 


and ehild. In a word the Eeleetic doctor is a skilled anatom- 
ist, bacteriologist, pathologist, hydro osteopathist and elec- 


ments and appliances of all kinds but especially a man with 
a profound knowledge of Materia Medica and Therapeutics 
and having implicit faith in the remedies he uses and pre- 
seribes and yet with all a very definite knowledge of how short 
he and. every other man comes of the ideal physician which the 
Eclectic school of medicine is alone capable of produeing..

owing to some recent, events, a certain spot in the southwest,

He flew through the dir as free 
and easy as a bird, One day he sailed up into the sky nearly 
a mile high and when he came down and landed on the very 
spot from which he started he touched the earth as light as a 
feather. His cross-country flight of forty-five miles to Arcadia 
and back was another record breaker; and thus, every day 
something unusual and exciting happened. The local manage- 
ment was a complete success. The gate receipts amounted to 
$137,000.00 and the subscribers to the expense fund not only 
received all their money back but also an additional percent- 
age of profit by the division of a surplus.

There are more bright days, less 
nipping frosts and less oppressive heat in Southern California, 
taking the year around, than anywhere else on earth. A state- 
ment like this used to cause a raising of eyebrows, shrugging 
of the shoulders and interrogation points in the eyes of those 
who heard the boast.

TOXINE. OF STINGRAY FISH, . 
.V. Millasich, M.D., Galveston, Texas; 
Read Before the California Eclectic Medical Society.” 
Allow me to present. you,a paper on poisonous toxin of Ray 


Fish, which habitates the gulf and coast of Mexico; The Ray: or 
Stingaree Fish of flounder: life. form, with the. exception. of 


having a.long tail, which is:sometimes a. yard. om more long, 


according to the size of the. fish. 


On:the upper part of its-tail, on or about: the middle of. it, 


there is a fang of stilletto-like form, pointed at its ex- 
treme end; and broader on the tail'end of it: That. projectile 
has very prominent teeth om both. sides of its fang, the teeth 
are in direction from before backward, so that, when it enters 
the parts, and on account of the opposition of teeth, 

‘it makes it very hard to secs out, but sometimes: it. breaks 
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within the wound, and then cannot be without 
surgical interference. 

The fang above named, is : attached to the upper part of 
its tail in a ginglymus-like joint, and when the fish lays motion- 
less on the bottom of the sea, the fang then lays flat on its 
tail, but the moment the fish is molested it flaps forward and 
sways its tail furiously in various directions, Its fang then 
stays upward prominent, and if it happens to attack any part 
of the human body, then that is the time that it inflicts its puni- 
tive effect. 

The fang of the fish has some kind of peculiar acrid toxic 
property, so when it is carried within the parts, it causes an 
instantaneous, fulminating piercing and tearing pain. 

Some of the shining lights of medical fraternity claim that 
the pain is due to the entrance within the wound of some un- 
known micro organism, which I doubt very much. If the 
pain developed some time or hours afterward, I might 
think that it due to infection, but being such that it is 
fulminating, instantaneous and excruciating pain then I pre- 
sume that the pain is due to some CONGETREESEC aerid toxic 
properties peculiar to that fish only. 


After the fang of the Ray, with its toxin enters the tissue, 
it causes the flesh as well as the blood and all the tissues en- 


tered to distegrate, it turns into dark and almost black 


sanious substance, which is very offensive, and if it is not re- 
moved in time, the poison will progress, until the injured part 
and even the life itself may be imperiled. | 

Here, a few months ago, I was treating a Spanish fisher- 


‘man, who while fishing along the waters of the Gulf of Mexico 


near Galveston, was attacked by a stingaree, its fang entering 
the man’s leg about three and one half inches above the ankle of 
his right foot, upward, inward and forward, passing about 
four inches into the leg, reaching nearly to the bone, and tear- 
ing muscular tissue and fascia into an ugly and unsightly 


wound. Being at sea for about three days, without medical 


assistance, the man suffered untold agony. On arrival in this 
city, I examined the wound carefully, but not knowing the 
poisonous effect of the virus and its peculiarity, I treated it as — 
a simple affair. I cleansed the wound, dressed it and sent my 
patient away, telling him to return on the following day. When 
he again presented himself as directed, I found the leg more 
swollen and painful, and the flesh around the injury, purple- 
black. I then concluded that this was a very serious matter. 
I probed the wound, the probe entering for about four inches 
and found the tissues very soft and boggy, I then concluded 
that some heroic treatment was needed. 
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I instructed the patient to return home and prepare for 
an immediate operation in order to save the leg and perhaps, 
his very life. Upon my arrival soon after at the patient’s 
house, I immediately administered one-quarter grain of mor- 


phine hypodermically, then with a little preparatory asepsis, 


I opened the leg through the skin muscles and fascia, until 
the periosteum was reached. 


The incision was about four inches in length in the direc- 
tion of the wound, which was almost parallel’ with the mus- 
cular tissue. 


On opening the part, I found black semi-liquid substance, 

I sponged the parts and curetted deep in and all around the 

wound for all possible necrotic material. I irrigated it with 

Hydrogen Dioxide, and then with hot bichloride 1:4000, dressed 

the wound with sublimate gauze, and instructed the patient to 

keep the parts well elevated and moistened with bichloride 
solution until my return, 


_.. Upon my return to the house Laker, I found the patient 
resting comparatively well, and with hardly any pain at all. 


He had slept for four hours which he had been unable to do 


but very little for several days. I again opened the wound and 
irrigated it with same solution, dressed it and left instruc- 
tions as before. 


The following day I found my patient resting easier and 
the dusky color of the leg started to disappear. Six days after 
the operation the color of the leg became almost normal. The 
wound was clean except in one part there was tendency to 


-- neerosis, curetted the spot, dressed as before and departed: The 
' Bent day I irrigated the wound again and dressed it with iodo- — 


form gauge and powder. In a few days the wound was granu- 
lating nicely, but being deep it was long and gaping, I con- 
cluded to bring its edges together, not by suturing through the 
tissues, but by applying adhesive plaster alongside of its edges, 


and then suturing through the plaster, which I did, Before 


suturing the parts I placed the lodoform gauze lint in, and 
everything worked finely. 


On the eleventh day after suturing, I found complete union 


except in one and same place as before, where there was some | 


necrosis, and that part resisted all my efforts and every form 
of treatment. 


I grew suspicious and inquired of the patient as to his 
previous history concerning syphilitic disease. He admitted 
having syphilis about one year previous which was very rebell- 
jous to treatment.

SANGUINARIA CANADENSIS. 


W: Leming, M.D., Tucumcari, N, M. 


Specific Indications: Sluggish capillary cireulation with 
relaxation of mucous membrane, and general inactivity. of the 
nervous system. 

In an excellent report, Dr. Herbert .T: Webster, California, 
enumerated the fields of action of the drug, and: the order and 
ratio of susceptibility as follows. ‘ Sanguinaria acts on four 
separate anatomical fields: 

‘+ Tt influences the respiratory tract; and this is probably 
its most important place of action. 
2. Tt acts on the uterus; and this is probably its second 
place of selective power. 
It acts on the liver similarly to Chelidonium. 

Tt-selectively influences the heart, and belongs in a: 
with digitalis, though it is slower in action. ut 

Sanguinaria is primarily a stimulant in action, although 
the use of the drug in large doses or over too long: a period of 
time, has given, rise: to its employment in a, certain, class of 
troubles:where a.relaxant might be employed. As with,a, great. 
many; drugs, Sanguinaria may be used as a, variety. of, remedies 
by simply changing the dosage. Personally I believe Sanguin- 
aria. should he reserved for the action which is manifested when 
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the drtig is given in the ordinary ‘sitiall ‘stimulant ‘dose of aay, 
one-half to One drop. Ina ‘dose short of depression, it is” 
specific stimulant to and inciter of mucous membranes and 
the capillary circulation. The stimulant action appears 
ily, and as a Tule, its effects ‘whould cease hero, 

Potter latins that it increases secretion by irritating the 
Secretory orgaiis as it is eliminated although the secretion 
oecasioned by the use of the remedy in large doses, vould just 
as readily be ‘ascribed the ‘catige, as with large doses where 
there is great relaxation, and symptoms of collapse, with'cold, 
clammy skin, dilated pupils, great thirst and anxiety, violent 
vomiting, spinal depression, and in lethal doses, death from 
paralysis of thé respiratory and cardiac centers. — 

The remedy has gained the greatest renown as an agent in 
respiratory wrongs. It is a specifie for the wrongs associated 
with pulmonary or bronchial congestion and relaxation of 
tissue with increased secretion and diminished sensibility, 
{given in small doses) where a tonic, astringent, and expect- 
orant action is desired. Webster says it is best adapted to the 
deute conditions from the larynx downward to the termina- 
‘tion of the large bronchi, with dry, hoarse cough, and burning 
sensations in the parts. - He says the spasmodic element is not 
marked. The case to which he probably refers, is not one of 
the acuteness of Aconite, Ipecacuanha, ete. There is always a 
eertain degree of depression ‘of tissue presént where a stimu- 
lant is called for. 

 Sanguinaria seems to me to be all the more demanded 
when there are thick, ‘“‘nasty’’ wienbangee, with a bad odor, 
and several reports verify this point | 

It gives me the best of results in hadesesinin Tuberculosis: 

especially when combined with ‘diluted Phosphoric Acid always 
remembering to use the drug short of nausea and relaxation. 
Of course, it only relieves its portion of the disease. Ih ‘such 
cuses, it has reviieved passive hemorrhages for me. It hits been 
- wwentioned for hemorrhages in varrots parts of the body. The 
drug has likewise been uséful in various réspiratory troubles 
giving the specifie indications. Reports show its usefulness in 
hésal catarrh and polypus, wtih thick, profuse, foul discharges, 
headache in the temples and back of the head. | 


J. M. G. Waddineten, Michigan, gives as wetieral 
vation: ‘‘Muéh soreness of thé ehest, vohgestion, With diy irri: 
tated Cough, ahd txtremely relaxed pharyngeal tisswes.’’ 
This last elaneht of @tonieity must be considéred, 
Of thé diagnosis. 


Using the Targe, depressing dose, Sangainaria peen 
useful in membraneous croup. The Acetic Tincturé Was imen- 
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tioned by several reporters as a remedy here, one writing, * It 
relieves in a few minutes;’’ another, ‘‘I have seen it cure the © 
worse cases, ’’ 

In a disease of the reproductive organs, Sanguinaria has 
given some marked cures. It has been used in the various 
wrongs here, relieving the reflex irritations accompanying, as 
sick headache, etc. Webster reports several cases where the 
use of the drug in large doses, produced miscarriage. I, my- 
self, have seen it produce ‘‘overflows’’ in both sexes, some men 
being unable to take the drug on this account, where it was 
otherwise useful in respiratory wrongs present. Where San- 
guinaria is indicated, in genitory diseases, it acts well. 


One uterine case in particular; Mrs. O., 25 years of age, 
married five years, diagnosis Exfollative Metritis, Patient 
pale and anaemic, with the various menstrual pains, and a 
history of the shedding each month of a complete cast of the 
uterus, intact. Curettage had been employed twice without | 
success, together with lodine applications, etc. Specific Medi- 
cine Sanguinaria was given in one-third drop doses every three 
hours. The month following the institution of treatment, 
conception took place but the patient aborted a week later due 

' probably to a fall. Much discouraged, she began another 
month’s treatment with the results of a natural labor at term, 
and complete restoration to health. 

As a remedy for the glandular system and the liver, the 
drug has not been sufficiently studied to verify its uses. Web- 
ster says it is indicated by bilious states, with pains and aches 
in the hepatic region, and sense of fullness in the abdomen, © 
also for vomiting of watery fluid and bile, often with myalgic 
pains accompanying. 

On the heart, its action is likewise unstediod. 
ie following uses for the drug have been reported by 

Dr. Eli G. Jones, N. J.: 

‘‘The nitrate of Sanguinaria is the remedy for Chronic 
Nasal Catarrh with altered voice.‘ For mucous nasal polypi, 
I have used a snuff of equal parts of Sanguinaria (concentra- 
tion) and flour, used two or three times a day.. For ulcers on 
the cornea, the third decimal dilution applied locally to the 
ulcerated surfaces, is the best remedy. For unhealthy granu- 
lations, fungus growth, and ingrowing toe-nails, a 3x. dilu- 
tion of the Nitrate is the remedy above all others for a local 
application. It is the remedy for sick headaches when the 
pain begins in the back of the head and spreads over the head, 
settling over the right eye, photophobia and nausea accom- 
panying.’’ He also recommends it as an application in cancer- 

ous growths, 
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The principal point to be remembered in the administra- 
tion of the drug in all cases where its specific action is desired, 
is to keep the dose short of depression and relaxation.

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CASES SURGICAL GYNECOLOGY. 
| Dr. 0. C. Welbourn, Los Angeles, Cal. 
Read Before the Los Angeles County Eclectic Medical Society. 


The following patients were operated upon during Decem- 
ber at the Westlake Hospital for the benefit of the class in 
surgical gynecology of the C. E. M. C., and they are reported 
to this society at this time upon the request of your president. 

Case No. 1. Dr. H., age 26, She gave a history of pus tubes 
for which three operations were performed during 1907 and 
1908, at the first of which both tubes and ovaries were re- 
moved. She has had fairly good health for the last year, ex- 
cept menstruating every three weeks and the annoyance of a 
large post-operative hernia. She recently noticed an increase 
of pain in the right side of the pelvis with the protrusion of a 
mass into the same side of the vagnia. Temperature, pulse 
and respiration were found to be normal; heart, lungs and 
kidneys were normal. A physical examination of the pelvis 
revealed a tender fluctuating tumor at the right side of the 

uterus. After proper preparation, a laparotomy was perform- 
ed. A great deal of work was necessary before the adhesions 
were loosened sufficiently to get at the tumor which proved to 
be a eyst of the right broad ligament, as large as a small 
orange—rather an unusual condition, After enucleation of 
the tumor there was so much oozing of blood that it was nec- : 
essary to employ a gauze drain. We elected to place it through | 
the right side of the vaginal vault, and this somewhat hazard- 
ous procedure was safely accomplished. Neither ovary nor tube — 
was found during the operation. The uterus appeared about i) 
normal. To overcome the inconvenience of the post operative _ 
hernia, it was.deemed wise to dissect out all of the old cicatrix a 
after which the abdomen was closed by the layer method. — 
She made an uneventful convalescence and left her bed in 
three weeks. 
Case No. 2. Mrs. M., age 18. She gave a history of having 
contracted gonorrhoea eleven months previously, and still has 
a profuse vaginal discharge. Temperature 102 degrees, pulse 
120, respiration 22. Heart, lungs and kidneys were normal. 
Her general appearance is typical of chronic sepsis. Physical 
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‘examination of the pelvis revealed the left tube in a normal 
position, but greatly enlarged and tender. A large fluctuating 
mass in the right side of the pelvis apparently contained the 
other one. After the usual preparation, a laparotomy was done. 
The left tube was removed without rupture and the left ovary 
found to be reasonably healthy, The inflammatory mass in the 
right side was found to be an abscess embracing the right tube, 
Ovary and appendix, -as well asa portion of the ilium and 
broad ligament; all of which proved to be very friable. How- 
ever, the most of it was removed ‘piecemeal. A gauze drain 
was placed through the abdominal incision and there was a 
free flow of pus for six weeks. She had a stormy convalescence 
but left the hospital at the end of four weeks and has now 
fully recovered; except. that she has not yet had time to over- 
come the anemia induced by the chronic sepsis 


Case No.3. Miss l., age 24. She gave a history of chronic 
dyspepsia and an irritable condition of the nervous system. 
Temperature, pulse and respiration normal. Physical examina- 
tion revealed an old right indirect hernia—rather an unusual 
condition in woman;—also a tender right floating kidney. 
Heart and lungs normal. A microscopical examination of the 
urime indicated chronic nephritis, After the usual prepara- 
taon, the right kidney was decapsulated, explored and sus- 
pended. The hernia was closed by a modified Bassini opera- 
tion. The patient enjoyed an uneventful convalescence and 
left the hospital at the expiration of four weeks. At this writ- 
ing, her nervous distress has markedly abated and her dyspep- 

‘sia has almost disappeared. She may confidently expect to be 

entirely free from both of these symptoms in due time. | 
Case No. 4. Miss B., age 26. She gave a history of an 
irregular fever with a great deal of pelvic pain for two or 
three weeks. Also that she has had several of these attacks 
within the last year. Temperature 103 degrees, pulse 130, 
respiration 25. Heart, lungs and kidneys normal. She shows 
the usual signs of chronic sepsis—greatly emaciated and pro- 
foundly anemic. Physical examination of. the pelvis reveals 
; | both tubes ina normal position, but greatly enlarged and 

i _ fender. She had the usual surgical preparation and.a laparo- 

f | ; tomy was performed. The adhesions encountered were both 
extensive and firm, but both tubes were eventually entirely re- 
moved, though one ruptured. It was deemed best to use drain- 
age and a gauze trailer was introduced through the cul-de-sac 
into the vagina. The incision was closed with catgut im the 
usual manner. Protracted vomiting followed the operation 
and she was greatly prostrated in consequence. However, she 
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left the hospital at the expiration of four weeks and is now 
gaining very rapidly in flesh and strength. 


‘DIETETICS. 
A. BR. Holton, M.D., Whittier, California. 
Dr. Glenski isolated the orifice of the salivary glands of 


dogs by dissecting them out and causing them to heal into'an 
opening in the skin by which he was able to observe the flow of | 


saliva under different conditions and determine its amount ‘and 
quality by having attached to the open orifice a test tube. 
When the dog was fed meat the tube attached to the submaxil- 
lary rapidly filled with saliva. The same result followed when 
the dog was merely tempted by the sight and smell of meat. 


A pinch of fine sand thrown in the mouth had the same effect.. 


A little acid rubbed on the buccal membrane gave a like re- 
sult, seeming to show almost universal excitability of this gland 
from either psychic or mechanical imfluence. Notso'with the 
parotid gland. This gland remained quiescent under the temp- 
tation of savory meat ‘and also when raw meat was given it but 
gave an abundant flow when finely powdered meat was placed 
in its mouth. Moist bread caused very little fiow while dry 
bread caused copious flow. 

So we see that the different salivary glands are not 
aroused to action by the same stimuli. We may therefore 
eonclude that their offices are not identical. Evidently they 


were not all chucked away in their respective niches because 


there happened to bea little available space. Simce they. are 
exeited to action by different agents may nct their secre- 
tions differ? May not the different foods require the action 
and influence of different glands? 

) We have been accustomed to think that the mechanical 
action of food and the chewing process arousing to such vig- 
orous action the salivary glands had a like mmfluence over 
the gastric glands, but Pavlow with his experiments on dogs 
has demonstrated that the vastric are but little if any affect- 
ed by the mechanical action of the eating and swallowing ap- 
paratus or the mere contact of food either im the mouth 


or in the stomach. By means of a divided esophagus and ~ 


_fistulous opening into the stomach, he was able to extract the 
injesta on its way to the stomach and to measure the gastric 
secretion as it dripped from the open fistula into a suitable 


- Weeeptacle. Into the mouth of a hungry dog thus mutilated 


is placed in succession acids, mustard, pepper, salines, bitters, 


 @te., all causing free flow of saliva, but no gastric juice at all. 
_. A well trained dog will even accept pebbles in his mouth, go — 
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through the motion of chewing and swallowing them, thus 


they drop out of the open esophagus but excite no gastric 
flow. But now bring some meat and feed the dog, that also 
drops out of the open esophagus, but in five minutes a free 


flow of gastric juice begins. 


Again after the flow has ceased, bring meat again before 
the eyes and nose of the eager, hungry dog, none is given him 
but in five minutes gastric juice is flowing freely. Thus 
was demonstrated the purely psychic origin of gastric secretion, 


at least in the canine tribe. 


This demonstration has an important bearing on diges-

TUBERCULOSIS. 
Ovid 8. Laws, M.D., Los Angeles, Cal. 


Read before the California State Eclectic Medical Society. 
Doubtless this is a familiar word to all of you, and thread- 
bare from much handling. 


I wonder how many of you are prepared to give a clear- 
cut definition of the word ‘‘Tuberculosis’’? 

I have been urged to write a paper for this meeting, at 
least a short one, and I feel sure I could not select a topic 
that would be more appropriate under present conditions of 


tion. 


medical opinion on this subject. 


The people are constantly being warned that tuberculosis 
is a highly contagious disease, and all sorts of schemes are 
talked of for excluding people thus afflicted from society. But 
a large proportion of the people have a good share of common — 
sense, which cannot be said of some very smart doctors, and 
they see how matters are, and say if consumption is so very 


contagious, the earth would long since have been depopulated. 


I have been observing and treating such cases for half a cen- 


tury and I conclude that the people are right. 


Just yesterday a man told me that his mother died of con- 
sumption after raising a large family of children, not one of 
whom has ever shown any signs of the disease. Thousands 
of such facts can be adduced right in the face of this tuber- 
culosis scare. 

But facts count for nothing when they are not wanted. 


My observation is that tuberculosis is not at all contagious, 


and not so infectious as many suppose, as the above named 
facts surely prove. However, I do not object to reasonable care 
and perfect cleanliness all the time. 

Now please let me tell you what tuberculosis is, and some 


causes of it, and some hints at treatment. 
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Tuberculosis is a condition of the body when the vital . 


force is unable to keep up the vegetative process equal to the 
natural waste that is constantly going on. Hence the blood be- 


comes polluted, and waste materials will clog up tissues here . 


and there to form tuberculous matter and nests for bacilli that 
thrive on such material. 


These conditions vary with different cases, as no two are 


exactly alike in vital force, and other conditions. 

The only immunity from tuberculosis is a sufficiently 
high grade of vital force, or talent for longevity inherited 
from our ancestors. Dissipation can so weaken the power of 
resistance that one with a high grade of vital force may be- 
come infected and either get well or hold out for twenty 
years or more before the grim monster wins the fight. <A life 
line of one inch or more gives a chance of longevity, and a 
good degree of immunity from disease. Less than half an 


inch of life line gives a frail or sensitive constitution that gets 


all diseases that come along, and most of them die before full 
grown. 

They are the ones essily infected with tuberculosis, Con- 
tributing causes are colds that end in chronic catarrh; over- 
taxing the powers by work or dissipation, and the internal 
use of such drugs as destroy cell growth, and even the blood 


corpuscles, Such causes are constantly at work and likely to. 


continue... 

The best treatment for tuberculosis, as all must éitmit. 
would be such a course as would rid the system of all morbid 
materials and prevent an accumulation later. 


To accomplish that I would commend Dr. Tanner’s method | 


of fasting, coupled with the free use of Anemopsis, Thuja, and 
Echafolta to purify the blood. 

Most cases where the vital force is indicated by a life 
line of three fourths of an inch or over, can be restored to a 
fair degree of health by such a course.

BACK TO NATURE. 


The cry ‘‘Back to Nature’’ is heard in the land with such 
continuous and loud acclaim that it commands the attention 
of all men. The followers of this particular cult undoubted- 
ly are in earnest. They think they are reformers, though they 
possess the usual foibles of the faddist. Such people set out 
on an endurance race as if it were a casual outing. With 
great ideas urving them ever forward, their enthusiasm soon 


- becomes exhausted and they fall by the way-side, completely 


discouraged. After a short breathing spell they are up and 
off again, though usually at a tangent to their former course. 
They expect to accomplish great things, but at the end it is 
seen that they have accomplished nothing. 


That the human animal, in his eagerness to show his 
superiority over other animals, does many absurd. things in 
his worship of that goddess called civilization, we do not 
deny; but that is no reason why he should revert to a former 
type and worship another goddess called nature. One of the 
marks of man’s superiority over other animals upon which he 
insists first, last, and all of the time, is his ability to reason. 
And one of the ‘peculiar aberrations that possess humanity is 
that nearly every man thinks that he can reason 
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hatter. than, his, fellows, As a matter of fact an, ex- 
ly small. peneentage. of men can, reason, logic- 
ally, This statement will be, denied of course; but we as- 
knowledge its,truth, way, when: we cry “‘Back to, Nature.’ 
Hor hy; this aat, we, spy: our reason has led. us, astray, we, must 
refurn to, our animal, ipgtinets,, our boasted, civilization, the child 
of Qux combined. mental: effort, ig ag nought. Even, as, the heasts 
of the field, and the, hinds.of the. air we. again, must partake of 
the. hounty, of yature,, 


Qur. ears, ane so familiar with the, sound of the phrase 
‘“‘bounty of nature’’ that, it. sounds. good, But; what, does, it 
really meant, Let, us; consider. for a, moment, exactly what na- 
ture; has, done, and, wilk do, fora, man--not, in, a. complaining 
spirit, but, rather. in a, spirit, of reasonable enquiry. At pres- 
ent, man,’s activities are. lumited, by. certain practically un- 
changeable conditions. He, ig, fixed, to this earth and he must 
make, the, best use he. qap of its,land, water, air and 
changing. temperature, The, greater part, of the land, is barren, 
and, of, the .rempinder .a. considerable part. is, uninhabitable, by. 

the. white man,, The. fertile. valleys which, feed. the, world, do 

so, by. reason: of, the labor.of:man. It.is true that certain grains 
and. fruits do, grow, ‘*wild,”” but, they. are. so. deficient in, hoth 
quantity and quality that they would: not, support, more than 

a fraction of our present population. And, even though both 

salt and fresh water teem with life, only a small portion is 

edible, and this becomes so only upon the exercise of consid- 
erable labor and, skill, not only in, the catching, hut, also. the 
preparing for-food; As to. the. availability. of water for:drink- | 
ing, purposes, it, can be, classified correctly only. as. bad, worse, 
worst. That man, can, use-it,.almost with impunity is proof 
only, of his remarkable. adaptability. And the air—the so- 
called essence, of. life—it, can be found in. a pure. state only at 
-guch. altitudes. and, in, such. places that it is unattainable. for 

man. Perforce he must, be. content and adapt himself to, im- 

pure air as well, as impure water. Finally. there. is; climate, an 

aggregation comprising. all of these conditions as well as 
temperature and, some other-things. The polar. and, the, equa- 

torial regions are equally, impossible, The remainder of the 
earth has. great changes. of temperature daily as. well as 
seasonal; and’ the.discomforts from this are augmented by the 
variations in humidity, The.temperature of man must, remain 
constant; and this external and, eternal. fluctuation. makes. life 
not: only difficult, but actually impossible, except as, man. is 
able to provide both, shelter, and raiment for himself; The pro- 

- visions of nature.are totally inadequate to support; man, unless 

he adds thereto by. his own skill and. labor. However, if a 
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man. really believes in the ‘‘Back to Nature’’ fad let him be 
consistent and go the whole length. The most of them just 
sample a little. One man will eat whole wheat bread with 
unction to his soul, forgetting that nature produces a very in- 
ferior wheat and bread not at all, It is man who evolved the 
scheme to make bread as well as to cook other foods, Man 
also clothes himself and warms himself in ways that other ani- 
mals do not; and yet nature provides equally for all. 


There is a ‘‘Back to Nature’’ man living in this vicinity 
‘who approaches the real thing. He lives in a cave which he 
found in a hillside, and warms himself by a friendly sun. His 
clothing is a long gunny-sack gown without sleeves, worn 
only in deference to public sentiment. His hair and beard are 
uncut and his nails are as nature makes them. He says that 
he never bathes, and one’s sense of sight and smell corrobor- 
ate the statement. His food consists of uncooked grains and 
fruits, and he regrets that the only source of supply is not 
from nature, but from over-civilized man. He leads a quiet, 
uneventful, unworried life, and believes that he is starting a 
much: needed and soon to be world wide reform. All of 
which is absurd, and we all know that itis absurd. However, 
is it not strange that reasoning man allows himself to become 
a partisan of such a cult? 


BACK TO THE PLOUGH. 


Need a thinking man think twice to perceive that the trend 
of modern thought of those most concerned in medicine leads 
now to the text that as a title heads this article? Need a man 
think very deeply to discover that the fallacy of some people 
has been that of imagining that humanity can live and thrive 


without depending upon the life that comes from the work ac- 


complished by the plough? Out of the earth comes that which 
guides and conserves the life-current of all animals, includinz 
mankind. The plough is but an instrument to conserve possi- 
bilities in that direction. On the locked-up energies conserved 


by vegetation animals live. Selected forms of vegetation are 


the food of animals, as well as are the standard organic reme- 
dial agents that have from all time served humanity. The 
passing faddist vainly imagines that the record of the cen- 
turies can be broken by an artificial something that takes the 
place of the great vegetable world. Now it may be one thing, | 
now it may be another, that possesses the thought of the fad- — 
dist, but in the end the bank of wealth of all that is stands 
supreme in the vegetable kingdom and its products. | 

But recently we have seen the crusade of the artificially- 
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created synthetic, so o important, apparently, i in the eyes of some 
persons, as to promise to blot from use the natural products of 
the field and the forest. We have seen, indeed, the death of 
some important industries through these artificial processes. 
Thus, indigo and madder and other dye-stuffs have been swept 
from their thrones by the art of the synthetic chemist. Thus 
salicylic acid and its products, even to a synthetic substance 
_ of the composition of wintergreen oil, have become conspicuous 
as replacers of some of the natural products. Thus substitutes 
for such narcotics as morphine, and for such anesthetics as 
cocaine, come to us from these same directions. These and 
such as these lead men of balanced thought to hold on to that 
which is good, but yet to hope that even greater possibilities 
lie in the future. But these facts and such as these lead other 
men, the faddists, to fly off on a tangent, and let go that which 


is good. sacrificing their opportunities in directions the cen- 
turies have established as being good. 


A limited number of synthetic products, a very limited 
number of established remedies from the animal kingdom, 
stand to credit the work that has been established in these di- 
rections, these forming so very small a factor in all that con- 
serves life’s processes as to be but a fragment, on which the 
thoughtful enthusiast bases his hope for an enlarged future. 

- One of the causes of lamentation for the philanthropist and 
the student, is this tendency of some people to build upon a 
fragment, hoping to form a perfected temple that can have 

no possible existence, and, in doing so, to recklessly tear down 
the work of ages gone by. Much as the magnificent temple of 
_ Diana of Ephesus was used as a quarry, to create buildings 
' that are now of use only as a fragment here and there indicates _ 
_ the origin of that fragment, so is such work as these men do 
to take its place in the testimony of the passing day. 

The time is surely near at hand when men balanced in 
thought, but yet no less enthusiastically hopeful than is the 
faddist, will call a halt in the direction of the craze that now 
possesses some men in the professions of medicine and phar- 
macy. ‘‘Back to the plough’”’ is the cry that soon must come 
from the leaders in thought and in action. When comes that

BOOK REVIEWS. 


A TEXTBOOK ON PRACTICAL OBSTETRICS. By Egbert 
-H. Grandin, A.B., M.D., of Columbus Hospital, New York; 
with the collaboration of George W. Jarman, M.D., of 
the General Memorial Hospital, and Simon Marx. of the 
New York Postgraduate Medical School. Fourth edition, 

- yevised and enlarged. Illustrated with 47 full-page photo- 
graphic plates and 116 illustrations in the text. Phila- 
delphia: F. A. Davis Company. 1909. Price $4.50. 


True to its title this book is thoroughly practical, only a 
very few pages being devoted to those subjects which are 
preparatory to the study of obstetrics. 


Today the major part of obstetric practice is focal on 
fact, but where divergent views obtain the consensus of the 
majority of the profession is readily found. For the student 
lacking experience sufficient to judge for himself, it is safe 
to follow the teaching which commends itself to the majority 
of teachers, even though in a very short time further experi- 
ence may cause a modification in the teaching. The busy gen- 
eral practitioner when in search of information wishes to se- 
cure it without the loss of time entailed in searching throwgn 
a mass of theory and statistics. 

This work is not theoretical, but practical, being essenti- 
ally clinical in its teaching and therefore a guide to practice. 
It is direct in its statement wherever facts warrant such di- 
reetness, whenever there appears to be a difference of opin- 
ions as to facts that which preponderates is given. The il- 
lustrations, many prepared from original photographic plates, 
really illustrate.
